Mourners overflow 
Sacramento church 


Anguish and rage over police slaying of Stephon Clark

SACRAMENTO — Stephon 
Clark wasn’t sure what he want- 
ed to do with his future, but one 
thing was clear: He wanted to be 
a great father to his two young 
children, his friends and family 
said. 

At a memorial service that 
drew hundreds to Bayside of 
South Sacramento Church, those 
closest to the 22-year-old Sacra- 
mento man killed by police last 
week described him as the life of 
the party, an exceptional dancer 
and dresser, a bright student 
who had taken honors courses 
in high school, fiance to Salena 
Manni, and a caring father to 
their sons, Aiden and Cairo. 

The crowd both paid tribute to 
Clark and demanded justice for

EPA set 
to ease 
vehicle 
targets 


California-federal 
split is feared on 
emissions standards

WASHINGTON — California and the 
Trump administration are barreling to- 
ward a clash over vehicle emissions stan- 
dards that could limit the kinds of cars and 
trucks automakers sell in the state and 
undermine efforts to reduce the nation’s 
largest source of greenhouse gas emissions. 

By Sunday, the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency is expected to declare that the 
current tailpipe standards, toughened by 
the Obama administration in concert with 
California in 2009, are overly strict for 
model years 2022 to 2025. The announce- 
ment will set in motion a new rule-making 
process to weaken them. 

The President Barack Obama-era stan- 
dard calls for all new vehicles sold in the 
U.S. to meet a fleet average of more than 50 
miles per gallon by 2025. 

California plans to stick with the tougher 
tailpipe standards and tighten them on cars 
made beyond 2095, using its legal authority 
written into the 1970 Clean Air Act known 
as a waiver. A dozen states, including New 
York, follow California’s rules, together 
constituting more than a third of the na- 
tional car market. 

Transportation accounts for half of Cali- 
fornia’s greenhouse gas pollution and 80 
percent of its smog and other air pollutants. 
Cutting passenger vehicle pollution is the 
linchpin of the state’s goal, set in law, to 
slash carbon emissions 40 percent below 
1990 levels by 2030. 

If California and the federal government 
part ways on tailpipe rules, it could set upa 
dual standard that could shrink the U.S. 
market for clean cars, damaging the state’s

Police baffled by family’s 


plunge off Mendocino cliff

Police know that the SUV carrying 
the Hart family went off a Mendocino 
County ocean cliff and landed 100 feet 
below, on its roof, at the water’s edge. 
What police don’t know is when, how 
or why the accident occurred, killing 
two women and three children, with 
another three children missing and 
presumed dead. 

A passerby called 911 on Monday 
after seeing the vehicle. Mothers Jenni- 
fer and Sarah Hart, both 38, were 


found dead in the front, strapped in 
seat belts. The bodies of three of their 
children, Markis, 19, and Jeremiah and 
Abigail, both 14, were found outside 
the vehicle. Still missing are the cou- 
ple’s three other children, Devonte, 15, 
Hannah, 16, and Sierra, 12, who in- 
vestigators believe were also in the 
2003 GMC Yukon when it plunged over 
the cliff off Highway 1 near Westport. 
Days after the crash, investigators 
are still trying to piece together a time- 
line of the family’s whereabouts before
